Desertion is one of, if not the greatest 
evil in the army. Not only does it seriously 


We never could understand why the 


ence to desertion, why it makes so small 
exertions to reclaim those that have ran 
away. The arrest and return of a deserter 
not only adds a man to the fenks, bat it 
tends to prevent others from deserting. 
There would be few desertions if the men 
believed that concealment was impossible, 
and return certain. But the whole ra 
and file of the army know full well 

the War Department makes but little effort 
for the reclamation of deserters, and that 
the vast majority of them are not sent 
back, or punished in any way. The Presi- 
dent has called for 300,000 men. Nearly 
one-third of this number mightybe procured 
by sending back to duty the 88,000 deserters 
skuiking through the country. If these 
men were promptuy returned to duty, they 


would meke so great a ment to 
the army as to enable it “to on the 


enemy's works.” 

But how shall they be caught and re. 
turned? . Certainly not by the method 
heretofore in practice. For the first eigh- 
teen months of the war, there was no re- 
ward offered for thé apprehension of de- 
serters, that we heard of; for the next nine 
months ten dollars was offered; for the 
last six or eight weeks thirty dollars is of. 
fered; and Mere we have the solution ot 
the ill success of the War Department ia 
sending them The Government 
should be willing to spend as much in re- 
covering deserters as in obtaining re 
cruits—indeed more. The reward paid for 
their recovery to service should be so high 
as to make it a pecuniary object for citi- 
zens, as well as professional detectives, to 
search them out and arrest them. The 
Government has always paid a bounty of 
$100 for volunteer recruits, and it should 
pay a reward of $100 for the apprehension 
of deserters. If a citizen shall give such 
information to a Provost Marshal as 
shall lead to the arrest and recovery ot a 
deserter, he ought to be paid at least 650 
and for every deserter caught by citizens 
and delivered to the Provost Marshal, the 
reward should be 6100. ‘The full reward 
of $100 should be paid to the Marshals 
and their deputies for every deserter they 
find and return to duty. We believe 
that if this reward were paid, deserters 
would be picked up and sent back at the 
rete of 2,000 a week. Sharp eyes would 
immediately be on the watch for the skulk- 
ers in every neighborhood. Deserters 
would not find so many people ready to 
harbor or employ them, or to resist the 
officers in arresting them. Finding detec- 
tian and arrest almost certain, thousands 
ot deserters would voluntarily return to 
their regimenis to escape punishment or 
secure lenient treatment, and the other so!- 
diers would feei infinitely less temptation 
to desert their colors when they saw that 
those who ran away were sure to be caught 
and sent back. 

A slight knowledge of human nature 
and the application of a little common 
sense will effectually cure the alarming 
disease of desertion, and restore to service, 
im a very short time, nine-tenths of those 
uow absent from duty without leave. The 
Gu vernment is now offering $300 of bounty 
for y olunteer recruits.
